Miss  Lees  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Health  Department  and  Hospitals  during  the  year 
1924. 

In  presenting  this  Report  one  cannot  help  missing  the 
name  from  the  Committee  of  the  late  Mr.  Alderman 
Simister  who  had  been  a  member  for  27  years  and  retired 
at  the  end  of  last  year.  He  has,  however,  not  long  enjoyed 
his  retirement,  for  his  death  occurred  in  July.  In  spite  of 
his  changed  opinions  during  the  latter  few  years  of  his  life, 
his  name  will  always  rank  among  those  who  tried  to  do 
their  best  for  their  fellow-men. 

The  principal  item  in  the  year’s  Health  Work  was  the 
formal  presentation  of  the  Report  and  the  Enquiry  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  the  clearance  of  the  Smethurst 
Street  Area,  which  has  been  under  consideration  for  over 
14  years  Though  the  Ministry  have,  after  the  Enquiry, 
generally  approved  the  Scheme,  no  details  have  yet  come 
to  hand. 

I  regret  to  say  that  trade  has  improved  very  little,  if 
any,  during  the  year,  and  unemployment  and  short  time 
have  existed  in  the  town  to  a  very  great  extent  and  caused 
a  considerable  amount  of  poverty. 
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In  conclusion,  I  must  express  my  thanks  to  the 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  and 
also  to  the  member:  of  my  staff  for  their  ready  and  loyal 
assistance.

Natural  and  Social  Conditions 

of  the  District. 


The  natural  conditions  ot  the  Borough  have  been  given 
in  previous  Reports  fairly  fully  and  as  the  Ministry  of 
Health  only  require  this  year  a  General  Report  they  do 
not  require  repeating. 

The  Ministry  have  also  intimated  that  they  will  require 
the  1925  Report  to  be  a  Survey  Report  which  will 
necessitate  a  complete  Statement  of  the  Conditions 
affecting:  the  Health  of  the  Town. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

Both  the  main  trades  of  the  town,  the  Cotton  and 
Iron  trades,  still  continue  in  a  state  of  great  depression, 
thou  oil  in  the  former  trade  there  are  some  signs  of 
improvement.  The  latter  trade,  being  largely  the  Manu¬ 
facture  of  Cotton  Machinery,  from  information  given  to  me, 
seems  in  a  worse  condition  than  in  the  previous  year. 

Several  Schemes  have  been  put  in  hand  by  the  Health 
Committee  along  with  other  Departments  of  the  Corpor¬ 
ation  to  find  work  for  those  unemployed. 

POPULATION,  Ac. 

As  almost  all  the  Vital  Statistics  are  based  on  the 
Population  of  a  District,  if  the  estimate  is  not  correct 
the  statistics  cannot  be. 
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The  estimate  fixed  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the 
year  is  147,300,  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year  of 
200.  The  demand  for  houses  and  the  crowding  in  many  of 
the  houses  would  indicate  an  increase  rather  than  a 
decrease,  and  as  there  was  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
in  1923  and  again  in  1924,  if  the  above  figure  is  correct, 
there  must  be  a  good  deal  of  migration  from  the  town. 

The  Area  of  the  Town  is  4,729  Acres. 

The  Rateable  Value  is  £815,007. 

A  Penny  Hate  provides  £3,097. 

HOSPITALS,  &c. 

The  Hospitals  and  allied  Institutions  in  the  town  are 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

(1)  The  Oldham  Royal  Infirmary— This  Institution 
contains  129  beds  for  in-patients,  a  large  out-pdient 
department,  and  a  fully  equipped  electrical  department. 
The  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  is  at  this  Institution. 

A  small  extension  is  in  progress  which  may  increase 
somewhat  the  number  of  beds. 

(2)  The  Poor  Law  Hospital  —  A  well  equipped 
Hospital  for  Medical,  Surgical,  and  Maternity  Cases. 
Paying  Patients  are  admitted  for  surgical  operations  and 
maternity,  the  fees  being  adjusted  according  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  patient. 

j. 

(3)  A  Voluntary  Nursing  Institution  for  the  supply 
of  Nurses,  and  patients  are  received  in  the  Nursing  Home 
for  treatment  by  private  practitioners. 
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(4)  A  Private  Nursing  Home  for  private  patients 
of  one  of  the  Surgeons  in  the  town. 

(5)  The  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
and  the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium 

At  the  latter  place  a  New  Block  is  being  built  for  45 
beds  in  place  of  the  Old  Wards  which  have  become 
derelict.  Building  conditions  have  considerably  delayed 
its  completion,  and  the  patients  have  had  to  put  up  with 
considerable  discomforts  in  consequence  of  this  delay. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  wet  season  gave  a  very  ample  water  supply  for  the 
town  and  for  the  adjoining  urban  districts  which  are  in  the 
supply  area. 

The  work  necessary  to  bring  t He  water  from  the  new 
Reservoirs  and  gathering  ground  is  being  carried  out. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  either  of  lead  con¬ 
tamination  or  of  other  impurities  except  a  few  temporary 
matters  due  to  collections  of  sediment  near  the  ends  of  the 
supply  pipes  which  were  at  once  remedied  by  flushing. 

A  few  Wells  and  Springs  are  used  in  the  out-lying 
Districts. 

The  Water  from  two  of  these  wells  was  analysed 
during  the  year  and  found  to  be  (except  for  considerable 
hardness)  quite  satisfactory.

SEWAGE  WORKS. 

At  the  Sewage  Works  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
lias  been  done  in  renewing,  improving  and  reconstructing 
the  older  Filter  Beds,  many  of  which  had  become  almost 
silted  up  and  useless  owing  to  prolonged  useage. 

The  various  unemployment  Schemes  which  have  been 
sanctioned  and  carried  out  and  those  which  are  not  vet 

«y 

completed  have  enabled  improvements  to  be  carried  out, 
which  financial  considerations  would  have  postponed  for 
some  years  The  six  new  humus  tanks  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  are  in  use,  and  several  of  t lie  filter  beds  have 
been  renewed  and  reconstructed  on  much  improved 
principles.  Three  new  filter  beds  have  been  constructed  with 
concrete  sides  and  bottom,  and  with  perforated  tiles  to  form 
a  false  bottom.  This  construction  makes  the  beds  (except 
for  the  removal  of  the  clinker  or  slag  with  which  they  are 

CO 

fitted)  practically  permanent.  The  false  bottom  allows 
better  draining  and  aeration  and  besides  giving  better 
purification,  will  probably  extend  the  life  of  the  filtering 
material. 

As  described  in  previous  reports  the  scheme  of  sewage 
treatment  is  as  follows  ; — 

1 .  Two  Detritus  Tanks. 

2.  Twelve  Sedimentation  Tanks. 

3.  Filter  or  Bacterial  1st  Contact  Beds. 

-1.  Fourteen  Continuous  or  Sprinkler  Filters  for  2nd 
Contact. 

5.  Two  Contact  Beds  for  Effluent  from  the  Tanks 

when  drawn  off  for  cleaning. 

6.  One  Fiddian  Distributor  for  2nd  Contact. 

7.  Eight  Humus  Tanks.

The  sludge  is  either  pressed  in  filter  presses  or  is 
settled  in  lagoons  and  then  tipped 

Farmers  have  taken  a  considerable  quantity  of  this 
Sludge  for  Manure,  but  as  there  are  few  farms  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood  the  cost  of  conveyance  prohibits 
its  use  to  a  great  extent- 

idle  quantity  of  sewage  reaching  the  works  is  increasing 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  in  the  near  future  a 
storm  overflow  and  culvert  for  the  same. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  AND  SCAVENGING. 

The  work  of  providing  additional  closets  for  houses 
with  insufficient  accommodation  as  well  as  the  conversion 
of  pan  closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  has,  owing  to 
the  condition  of  trade  in  the  town,  proceeded  very 
slowly.  Many  owners  are  unable  to  bear  the  expense, 
especially  where  rents  are  paid  very  irregularly. 

There  are  still  509  Ashpits  to  be  converted  to  Ashbins, 
and  1,984  Sanitary  Pans  to  be  converted  to  Water 
Carriage.

The  common  Lodging  Houses  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Police,  and  regularly  inspected  by  a  Special  Member 
of  the  force.  The  following  are  particulars  of  the

The  Houses  let  as  Lodgings  and  Furnished  Rooms  are 
all  inspected  at  least  monthly  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors, 
and  those  which  are  not  likely  to  be  kept  in  a 
good  condition  are  visited  two  or  three  times  a  month.

There  were  on  the  Register  at  the  close  of  the  year 
160  houses,  representing  765  rooms  let  as  lodgings,  192 
Notices  were  served  for  various  defects,  all  of  which  have 
been  complied  with. 

During  the  year  9.554  visits  of  inspection  have  been 
made  to  these  premises.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  houses, 
the  charging  of  exorbitant  rents  for  furnished  rooms  still 
continues,  and  those  engaged  in  this  very  profitable  trade 
are  always  on  the  look  out  for  additional  houses  to  convert 
into  furnished  rooms. 
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There  is  little  doubt  that  the  excessive  rent  charged  bv 

c?>  w 

some  of  those  engaged  in  letting  these  rooms  has  a 
tendency  in  certain  cases  towards  starving  the  people, 
especially  the  children  living  in  them. 

It  is  reported  that  in  some  cases  where  the  Guardians 
have  increased  an  allowance  to  a  family  in  order  to  give 
better  nourishment,  the  rent  has  been  immediately  in¬ 
creased,  thus  nullifying  the  extra  allowance. 

THEATRES,  &c. 

The  Sanitary  conveniences  at  the  various  Theatres, 
Picture  Houses,  &c.,  have  been  regularly  inspected  through¬ 
out  the  year,  and  have  invariably  been  found  in  a 
satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Superintendent 
Schools  Medical  Officer  and  a  separate  report  on  the  work 
in  connection  with  the  Schools  has  been  issued.

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FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

(a)  Milk  Shops. 

The  Milk  Supply  of  the  Borough  comes  mainly  from 
farms  in  the  surrounding  counties,  the  farm  dairies  within 
the  Borough  only  numbering  45,  comprising  101  cowsheds. 

The  number  of  Retail  Dairies  in  the  town  was  at  the 
close  of  the  year  349,  an  increase  over  the  year  of  25. 
These  are  all  regularly  inspected.  No  applications  have 
been  received  for  the  registration  of  persons  for  the  sale  of 
Grade  A  or  Sterilized  Milk,  etc. 

There  are  two  distributing  firms,  which  do  a  large 
business  in  Cleaned,  Sterilized  and  Bottled  Milk,  one  with 
premises  in  the  town,  and  the  other  just  outside  the 
Borough  boundary. 


(b)  Bakehouses. 

There  were  278  Bakehouses  registered  in  the  Borough 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  a  decrease  of  three  from  the 
previous  year. 

They  are  all  inspected  at  intervals,  and  18  Notices  for 
defects  were  served  during  the  year,  all  except  one  for 
dampness  being  complied  with. 

(c)  Slaughter  Houses. 

These  are  all  annually  licensed  and  are  personally 
visited  by  myself  before  the  licence  is  renewed.  They  are 
also  under  regular  and  frequent  inspection  by  the  Food 
Inspectors. 

The  number  of  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  Borough  is 
37,  a  decrease  of  one  from  the  previous  year.  There  are 
three  large  wholesale  Slaughter  Houses  ;  two  large  ones 
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connected  with  the  two  Co-operative  Stores,  and  the 
remainder  are  small  private  places  connected  with 
butchers’  shops. 

There  is  no  public  Abattoir  in  the  town. 

The  Meat  Shops,  Fish  Shops  and  all'  Food  Shops  are 
regularly  visited. 

Full  details  of  the  Inspector’s  work  will  be  found  in 
subsequent  tables,  from  Table  25  onwards.

As  regards  the  Adulterated  Samples,  the  six  samples  of 
Cream  No.  70,  71,  74,  80,  81,  and  82  were  samples  which 
contained  small  quantities  of  Boric  Acid.  The  Vendors 
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had  omitted  to  affix  the  necessary  label  stating  this. 
The  Vendors  attended  before  the  Health  Committee,  were 
cautioned  and  paid  the  Analyst  s  Fee. 


The  Vendor  of  the  sample  of  Cheshire  Cheese  proved 
by  his  Invoice  that  he  sold  it  as  it  was  invoiced  to  him. 
He  was  cautioned  and  paid  the  Analyst’s  Fee.  The 
Wholesaler  was  also  seen  and  the  Farmer  who  made  the 
Cheese  was  communicated  with,  drawing  attention  to 
their  liability. 


As  regards  the  Milk  Samples,  Nos.  1  and  2  were 
purchased  from  the  same  Vendor  at  the  same  time,  No  1 
being  mornings  and  No.  2  being  nights  milk.  The  former 
was  6  per  cent,  and  the  latter  3*3  per  cent,  below  the 
fixed  Standard.  The  Vendor  appeared  before  the  Health 
Committee  and  gave  as  an  explanation  that  he  was  feeding 
his  Animals  on  a  large  proportion  of  Swedes,  and  on 
account  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  being  prevalent,  he 
was  also  giving  them  a  considerable  quantity  of  Salt.  He 
was  cautioned  and  paid  the  Analyst’s  Fee  for  each  sample. 

No.  57  contained  6 ‘3  per  cent,  of  added  water.  The 
Vendor  was  prosecuted  and  fined  £7  10s.  Od. 


Nos.  139,  153  and  173  were  samples  purchased  from 
small  Shopkeepers  who  only  sold  a  few  quarts  per  day. 
The  Milk  was  served  by  a  Dipper  from  a  pan,  with  the 
result  that  the  first  customers  got  most  of  the  cream,  and 
the  latter  ones  a  supply  containing  a  deficiency.  The 
samples  were  respectively  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of 
17  per  cent-,  52  per  cent,  and  30  per  cent.  To  prevent 
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further  similar  irregularity,  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to 
the  proprietors  of  all  Milk  Shops  in  the  town.  A  sample 
purchased  from  another  person  under  similar  circumstances 
shortly  after  it  had  been  delivered  contained  11*5  per  cent, 
of  Fat.  The  Vendors  in  each  case  were  cautioned  as  to 
their  liability  by  the  Health  Committee  and  paid  the 
Analyst’s  Fee. 

The  Borough  Analyst  submits  the  following  table 
showing  the  percentage  of  Milk  Fat  in  the  samples 
Analysed,  and  a  Report  on  the  quality  of  the  Milk  supplied 
in  the  town.

OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  yearly  record  shown  in  the  foregoing  Table  is 
sufficiently  near  that  of  the  previous  year  as  to  call  for  no 
dissimilar  criticism  expressed  at  that  time  of  the  adulterated 
samples,  only  one  had  suffered  the  addition  of  water  (6*3 
per  cent.),  the  remainder  varying  in  fat-deficiency  from 
3  to  as  high  as  52  per  cent. 
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Excluding  adulterated  samples,  the  average  fat-content 
works  out  at  3f  per  cent,  as  in  1923,  with  limiting  figures 
of  3*0  (3  s  unples)  and  which  is  the  limit  of  genuine  Milk 
as  prescribed  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations,  and  11*7 
per  cent. 

Practically  two  out  of  every  three  samples  are  of  a 
quality  which  one  would  call  “good”  and/or  “superior”, 
but  against  this  must  be  recorded  the  fact  that  every 
fifth  sample  is  of  distinctly  inferior  quality. 

On  the  whole  and  in  comparison  with  similar  industrial 
towns,  the  milk  supply  of  Oldham  is  highly  commendable 
and  a  further  satisfactory  feature  has  been  the  complete 
absence  of  preservative  agents  and  colouring  matter. 

HOUSING. 

There  is  little  increase  in  the  House  Accommodation  in 
v,he  Borough  during  the  year  especially  for  the  Artisan 
Class.  The  Corporation  have  not  erected  any  houses 
during  the  year. 

Private  Builders  have  completed  84  houses  during  the 
year,  mostly  of  a  larger  type  than  the  working  class 
population  can  afford,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  there 
were  57  houses  in  course  of  erection. 

There  are  a  certain  number  of  houses  which  ought  to  be 
dealt  with  under  closing  orders  in  various  parts  of  the 
town,  but  if  closed  there  are  no  houses  available  for  the 
occupants,  and  Notices  have  only  been  served  for  such 
conditions  as  are  directly  injurious  to  health.

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The  above  two  houses  were  under  dwellings,  and  as 
they  could  not  be  demolished  without  demolishing  the 
houses  above  them,  they  were  closed  under  the  Local  Acts. 

In  September,  1923,  a  formal  representation  was  made 
to  the  Council,  that  an  area  known  as  the  Smethurst  St. 
Area  was  insanitary,  and  an  area  which  ought  to  be  dealt 
with  as  an  improvement  scheme  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

This  area  covers  4 '9  acres  of  land,  and  contains  259 
houses  and  a  population  of  1,425  persons.  Besides  the 
insanitary  conditions  many  of  the  houses  are  very  old  and 
dilapidated,  and  others  so  congested  and  badly  arranged 
that  improvement  without  general  demolition  is  almost 
impossible.  The  area  has  been  looked  upon  as  insanitary 
for  at  least  20  years - 

As  a  result  of  this  representation  a  Public  Enquiry  was 
held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  March,  1924,  and 
though  a  communication  has  been  received  formally 
approving  the  scheme  no  details  have  up  to  the  time  of 
writing  been  received. 

The  Inspection  of  Houses  in  the  Borough  has  now 
been  practically  completed  and  a  card  index  of  the  houses 
has  been  compiled,  each  card  indicating  the  major 
nuisances,  principal  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  deaths 
which  have  occurred  in  connection  with  each  house. 
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The  following  table  gives  a  summary  of  the  houses 
inspected,  and  the  conditions  found  since  the  Housing 
Act  came  into  force  : —

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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Factories  —  The  inspection  of  Factories  is  confined  to  : — 

1.  The  Mill  Reservoirs.  Only  one  or  two  Mills  now 
use  sewer  water  for  condensing  purposes,  and  con¬ 
sequently  very  few  nuisances  have  occurred. 

2.  Smoke  observations  of  the  amount  of  black  smoke 
emitted  from  the  chimneys,  this  is  dealt  with  under 
a  later  heading. 

3.  The  provision  of  efficient  fire  escapes,  when  com¬ 
plained  of  or  reported  by  the  Factory  Inspectors. 

4.  The  removal  of  nuisances  complained  of  or  reported 
by  the  Factory  Inspectors. 

Workshops — These  are  regularly  inspected  by  the 
District  Inspectors.  There  are  on  the  Register  567  Work¬ 
shops,  or  20  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  1,156  visits 
of  inspection  were  paid  to  them,  and  90  notices  were  served 
for  the  removal  of  defects,  83  of  these  notices  were  complied 
with  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  defects  for  which  these 
notices  were  served  are  tabulated  in  table  25.

STAFF. 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department  remains  the  same 
as  in  the  previous  year,  and  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  who  is  also  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  Superin¬ 
tendent  Schools  Medical  Officer  ;  the  Chief  Inspector,  who 
is  also  Food  Inspector  ;  an  Assistant  Food  Inspector,  and 
six  District  Inspectors.  The  Office  Staff  consists  of  a  Chief 
Clerk,  four  Assistant  Clerks,  and  a  Typist,  and  there  are 
two  Disinfectors. 


One  of  the  Assistant  Clerks  is  almost  entirely  engaged 
in  keeping  the  Housing  Records,  which  are  necessary 
under  the  1909  Act. 

In  the  Tuberculosis  Department,  the  Staff  consists  of 
the  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer,  one  Clerk,  and  one 
Nurse.  The  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  also  Deputy 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


In  the  Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare  Department 
there  is  a  Medical  Officer  giving  half-time  to  this  work, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  Fever  Hospital,  a  Superintendent 
Nurse  (also  Inspector  of  Midwives)  and  an  Assistant  for 
the  Town  Hall  Centre  and  Clinic,  and  six  District  Health 
Visitors. 

One  of  the  Assistant  Surgeons  at  the  Royal  Infirmary 
is  the  V.  D.  Officer. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  INSPECTOR  FOR 

THE  YEAR  1924. 
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To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  of  the  work 
done  by  your  staff  of  Inspectors  during  the  year. 

Contagious  Diseases  — We  have  been  entirely  free 
from  Contagious  Diseases  during  the  year. 

Food  Inspection.  —  The  visits  to  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  or  deposited  for  sale,  numbered  11,356.  As  a 
result  of  these  visits,  nearly  15  tons  of  diseased  or  unsound 
food  was  dest  roved,  the  whole  of  which  was  surrendered 
by  the  owners. 

During  the  year  86  cases  of  Tuberculosis  in  animals 
were  reported,  in  addition  43  cases  were  found,  making  a 
total  of  129  cases,  of  these  94  cases  occurred  in  cattle  and 
35  in  swine. 

Slaughter  Houses. — We  began  the  year  with  38 
Slaughter  Houses  on  the  register,  one  was  lapsed  during 
the  year. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  — These  again  have  not  been 
visited  as  often  as  I  had  wished.  Owing  to  the  general  out¬ 
break  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  I  did  not  think  it  wise 
to  go  from  farm  to  farm. 

Samples  of  Foods  and  Drugs  —During  the  year 
200  samples  were  obtained  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Acts,  and  nine  samples  were  purchased  informally,  a  total 
of  209  samples,  which  were  submitted  to  the  Borough 
Analyst. 
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Smoke  Inspection. — During  the  year  1,676  observa¬ 
tions  were  made.  In  seven  cases  the  limit  was  exceeded, 
and  in  seven  cases  it  was  approached  and  reported  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  cases  where  the  limit  had 
been  exceeded  were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee 
and  dealt  with  as  follows  : — In  four  cases  a  legal  notice  was 
served,  and  three  offenders  were  cautioned  by  the  Health 
Committee. 

Inspection  Of  Nuisances. — During  the  year  3,448 
notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  In 
connection  with  these  nuisances  15,091  re-visits  were  paid 
during  the  year 

Demolition  Of  Ashpits. — During  the  year  355 
ashpits  were  demolished,  and  545  dustbins  substituted. 
From  the  18th  of  November,  1909,  7,385  ashpits  have 
been  demolished  and  18,386  dustbins  substituted,  at  a  cost 
of  nineteen  shillings  and  sixpence  per  ashpit. 

Closet  Accommodation, — The  provision  of  additional 
closets  for  houses  insufficiently  provided  for,  has  resulted 
in  106  additional  closets  being  provided  for  houses,  six 
additional  closets  for  workshops,  and  six  additional  pail 
closets  for  caravans  during  the  year. 

House  Inspection. — During  the  year  3,031  houses 
were  inspected  under  the  Town  Planning  Acts,  and  2,176 
houses  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  a  total  of  5,207 
houses.  A  notice  to  cleanse  was  served  on  104  occupiers, 
all  of  which  were  complied  with  before  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  number  of  houses  found  defective  amounted  to  639 
under  the  Town  Planning  Acts  ;  and  1,338  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  ;  a  total  of  1,977  houses  defective,  of 
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these  1,848  were  repaired  during  the  year.  During  the 
year  five  notices  were  served  for  overcrowding,  three  of 
which  were  complied  with  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Houses  Let-in-LodgingS.  —  During  the  year  9,554 
visits  were  paid,  resulting  in  72  notices  to  cleanse,  124 
notices  for  repairs,  and  two  notices  for  the  separation  of 
sexes,  two  notices  for  overcrowding,  a  total  of  192  notices. 
All  these  notices  were  complied  with  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Infectious  Diseases.  —  The  number  of  visits  paid 
amounted  to  369,  a  decrease  of  173  when  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  In  addition  88  visits  were  paid  to 
cases  of  Consumption,  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  for 
disinfection. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  for  the 
great  assistance  I  have  received  from  all  the  members  of 
the  staff,  and  to  yourself  for  your  confidence  and  support.

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

Statistics  with  regard  to  the  smoke  observations  are 
tabulated  in  Tables  28-32. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  observations  — 1676 
taken  during  the  year  exceeds  those  taken  in  the  previous 
year.

In  all  cases  where  the  limit  of  black  smoke  allowed  is 
exceeded,  the  firm  is  reported  to  the  Health  Committee, 
who  deal  with  the  matter. 

In  four  out  of  the  seven  cases  where  the  limit  was 
exceeded,  it  was  the  first  offence  by  the  respective  Firm, 
and  the  legal  notice  was  served.  Representatives  of  the 
other  three  Firms  appeared  before  the  Health  Committee 
and  were  cautioned  by  them, 

In  cases  where  the  limit  is  nearly  approached  an  official 
letter  is  sent  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Firm,  drawing 
attention  to  the  excessive  emission,  and  giving  them  an 
opportunity  of  enquiring  into  the  cause  and  obviating 
future  offences. 

A  Conference  is  proceeding  of  representatives  of  the 
various  Authorities  in  the  District, but  unless  a  combined  dis¬ 
trict  under  the  Public  Health  Act  is  formed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  dealing  with  the  smoke  question,  there  is  little 
probability  of  much  improvement  in  the  amount  of  black 
smoke  emitted.  Oldham  is  peculiarly  affected,  as  on 
three  sides  of  the  town,  it  is  surrounded  by  chimneys,  the 
tops  of  which  are  almost  level  with  the  houses  on  the 
higher  level  in  the  Borough. 


PUBLIC  ACTS  AND  BYE-LAWS.

SCABLET  FEVER. 

There  has  again  shown  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cases  notified. 

The  total  number  notified  was  146,  and  out  of  these 
cases  only  two  ended  fatally,  one  of  these  was  that  of  an 
adult  and  the  other  a  child  under  five  years  of  age  ;  only  in 
two  years  previously  have  a  smaller  number  been  notified, 
viz: — in  1917  and  1918,  and  the  number  of  the  deaths 
from  this  disease  is  the  lowest  on  record.  The  disease 
was  most  prevalent  in  Hollinwood  and  Waterhead  Wards, 
the  extreme  ends  of  the  town. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  total  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was 
81  compared  with  59  and  89  in  the  two  preceding  years, 
but  there  were  only  two  deaths  out  of  this  number,  giving 
a  percentage  of  deaths  of  2'5,  and  there  was  one  death  also 
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of  a  child  who  was  notified  in  the  previous  year  giving  a 
total  of  three  deaths  from  this  disease,  two  of  these  deaths 
were  in  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  and  one  was 
that  of  a  man  54  years  of  age.  Fifty-one  of  the  cases  were 
removed  to  hospital,  a  percentage  of  63.  Although  the 
number  of  cases  notified  is  more  than  in  many  previous  years, 
the  number  of  deaths  is  considerably  below  that  of  any 
previous  year,  the  average  during  the  past  10  years  was  17 
per  annum.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  Hollinwood, 
Hartford  and  Clarksfield  Wards.  In  the  most  densely 
populated  and  slumiest  Wards  there  were  very  few 
cases,  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  owing  to  their  associa¬ 
tions  the  inhabitants  have  gradually  become  largely  immune. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Three  case  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  ;  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year  : — - 

1.  In  Hollinwood  Ward,  in  May — A  child  aged  four 

years.  The  child  died  in  hospital. 

2.  In  Wa’erhead  Ward,  in  August — a  man  aged  49

years. 

3.  In  St.  Paul  s  Ward,  in  December — a  man  aged  24 

years.  The  man  died  in  hospital. 

In  the  first  two  cases  the  houses  were  in  good  condition, 
and  no  possible  source  of  the  infection  could  be  found. 
The  latter  case  was  a  fishmonger  who  boiled  his  own  shell¬ 
fish  which  might  indicate  a  possible  source  of  infection. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 

There  was  one  case  reported  as  suffering  from  this 
disease,  a  girl  of  13  years  of  age,  she  died  after  7  days  of 
illness.  No  source  of  any  possible  infection  could  be 
ascertained. 
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POLIOMYELITIS

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  were  seven  notifications  of  Puerperal  Fever  during 
the  year  compared  with  17  in  the  previous  year,  and  of 
these  cases  two  ended  fatally.  Five  out  of  these  cases  were 
removed  to  Boundary  Park  Hospital  for  treatment.  In 
four  out  of  the  seven  cases  a  Midwife  attended  the 
confinement  and  a  Doctor  was  called  in  when  the  illness 
commenced.  Each  case  was  in  the  practice  of  a  different 
Midwife.  In  two  Cases  a  Doctor  was  in  charge  of  the 
confinement  and  the  patient  was  admitted  two  days  before 
the  confinement. 


In  addition  to  the  above  two  deaths  from  Puerperal 
fever,  five  other  deaths  were  in  connection  with  child¬ 
birth  giving  a  percentage  of  deaths  among  the  total  births 
of  0  3. 


ENCEPHALI 1  IS  LETHARGICA. 

A  large  number  of  notifications  of  the  above  disease 
have  again  been  returned,  the  number  being  35  with  12 
deaths  compared  with  18  cases  and  13  deaths  in  the 
previous  year.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the 
month  of  March  and  in  February  and  April ;  since  May 
only  five  cases  have  been  notified  and  none  since  October. 
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Out  of  the  total  number  of  cases  eleven  were  notified 
from  the  Oldham  Union  Workhouse,  out  of  this  number 
three  resided  in  Royton  and  two  in  Chadderton  and  six 
were  Oldham  persons,  two  of  whom  were  residents  of  the 
Workhouse.  The  remaining  cases  were  scattered  in 
various  parts  of  the  town.  Excluding  the  Workhouse 
cases  of  which  no  information  is  to  hand  there  was  only 
a  very  remote  connection  of  any  of  the  cases  with  each 
other. 

OPTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Thirty-two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Each  certified  Midwife  is  supplied  with  Argentum 
Collosol  for  application  to  the  eyes  of  the  newly  born. 


The  Number  of  cases  is  an  increase  from  the  previous 
year  but  this  may  be  partly  accounted  for  by  the  censuring 
of  two  Midwives  for  not  reporting  their  milder  cases,  and 
thus  leading  to  a  greater  number  being  sent  for  medical 
treatment.

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GENERAL  DISEASES. 

Compared  with  the  previous  year  there  were  consider¬ 
ably  fewer  deaths  from  both  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

Bronchitis  255  against  326,  and  Pneumonia  177  against 
218. 

The  deaths  from  Phthisis  were  one  less.  126  instead  of 
127.  There  were  also  51  deaths  from  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis. 

Heart  disease  caused  210  deaths,  against  247  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  again  shows  an 
increase  as  in  the  previous  years.  The  deaths  attributed 
to  this  disease  during  the  last  four  years  were  as  follows 
1921,  152;  1922,  179;  1923,  192  and  1924,  208. 

While  there  were  only  five  deaths  ascribed  to  Venereal 
Disease,  there  were  21  credited  to  Insanity  and  General 
Paralysis  of  the  Insane,  which  is  generally  associated 
with  it.  Only  one  death  was  attributed  to  Alcoholism  and 
only  two  to  Cirrhosis  of  the  Liver,  usually  resulting  from 
Alcoholism.  Some  of  the  deaths  from  violence  were  very 
closely  associated  with  Alcoholism.  55  deaths  were  due  to 
accident  and  17  to  suicide. 
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Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare ■ 


During  the  year  practically  no  alterations  have  been 
made  from  the  previous  year.  Briefly  the  town  is  divided 
into  six  Districts,  each  of  two  wards,  and  there  are  six 
Health  Visitors,  one  in  charge  of  each  district.  There  is 
in  each  District,  one  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  open  one  after¬ 
noon  each  week,  under  the  charge  of  the  Health  Visitor, 
with  the  exception  of  Hoi  1  in  wood  where  there  is  a  Sub¬ 
centre,  at  which  the  Health  Visitor  received  a  very  large 
amount  of  assistance  from  a  voluntary  worker,  who  takes  a 
great  interest  in  Infant  Welfare,  and  devotes  a  very  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  her  time  to  the  work,  not  only  at  the 
centre,  but  in  the  district.  We  greatly  regret  that  home 
sickness  necessitated  her  relinquishing  most  of  this  work. 

The  Assistant  Medical  Officer  attends  each  centre 
alternate  weeks  for  consultation  and  advice. 

Dr.  Marjorie  Harris,  who  carried  out  this  work,  was 
appointed  in  July  to  a  similar  position  in  Manchester,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Georgina  Murdoch.  I  must  express 
my  great  appreciation  of  the  tactful  and  able  manner  in 
which  Dr.  Harris  carried  out  her  duties,  and  wish  her 
every  success  in  her  new  appointment. 

There  is  also  a  Centre  adjoining  the  Health  Office 
which  is  open  all  day,  and  is  under  the  charge  of  a 
Superintendent  Nurse.  The  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
attends  on  alternate  Monday  afternoons,  and  on  most 
mornings  at  10-0  a.m.  for  consultation  for  infants  or  by 
expectant  mothers.  There  is  an  Infant  Clinic  attached, 
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where  such  minor  ailments  as  do  not  require  medical 
treatment  can  be  attended  to.  Any  case  requiring  medical 
treatment  is  sent  on  to  the  private  Medical  Attendant,  the 
Infirmary  or  elsewhere  as  necessary.

The  Town  Hall  Centre. 

This  Centre  differs  from  the  other  Centres  as  the  Nurse 
in  charge  does  not  make  home  visits,  and  that  there  is  an 
Infant  Clinic  where  minor  ailment  cases  are  attended  to 
and  advice  given.  Cases  are  frequently  sent  by  doctors 
for  dressing,  etc.  There  is  also  an  Ante-natal  Clinic.  The 
Centre  is  the  depot  for  the  distribution  of  dried  milk,  etc. 
The  Superintendent  Nurse  visits  and  supervises  the 
practice  of  th“  Midwives  in  the  town.

Free  Milk— A  scale  of  income  has  been  fixed,  above 
which  no  free  milk  is  allowed.  The  scale  is  fixed  for  a  free 
supply  when  below  a  certain  sum,  or  at  half-price  when 
slightly  above  this  figure.  Each  application  must  be  made 
on  a  printed  form  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and 
the  income  scale  is  fixed  on  a  certain  sum  per  head  of 
the  family  after  deduction  of  the  rent.  Either  fresh  milk 
is  supplied  from  one  of  the  milk  sellers,  or  dried  milk 
from  the  Centre,  and  no  supply  is  granted  for  longer 
than  a  month  without  a  fresh  application  and  renewed 
enquiry. 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  unemployment  and  short 
time  in  the  town,  a  large  number  of  persons  have  applied 
for  free  milk,  and  I  regret  to  say  there  is  a  greater 
tendency  for  persons  with  fair  incomes  and  above  the  scale 
to  apply  for  it. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

In  the  town  there  were  233  deaths  under  the  age  of 
one  year  among  the  babies  legitimately  born,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  102  per  1,000  births.  Among 
the  illegitimate  children  there  were  17  deaths,  giving  a 
rate  of  116  per  1,000.  This  rate  among  illegitimate 
children  is  much  lower  than  is  usually  the  case,  generally 
exceeding  the  rate  among  legitimate  children  by  50  per 
cent,  or  more. 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  among  the  above  children 
is  102*7.  To  this  rate  must  be  added  the  deaths  of  infants 
under  the  age  of  one  year,  which  though  belonging  to  the 
town,  occurred  outside  the  area,  and  these  make  a  total 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  111.  This  is  the  highest  rate 
since  the  year  1917.

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There  is  an  excess  in  the  number  of  deaths  attributed 
to  Premature  Birth,  and  the  deaths  from  Respiratory 
diseases  were  much  larger  in  proportion  to  the  births  than 
is  usual.  It  is  probable  the  cold  wet  year  with  a  great 
absence  of  sunshine  largely  contributed  to  this. 

Five  deaths  were  attributed  to  Diarrhoea,  and  13  to 
Enteritis.  Among  the  Respiratory  Deaths  26  were  due  to 
Bronchitis,  and  39  to  Pneumonia.  Nine  deaths  were  due 
to  Measles,  and  nine  to  Whooping  Cough.

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It  is  noteworthy  that  Coldhurst  Ward  which  has  the 
extraordinary  and  very  unusual  rate  of  205  per  1,000  births, 
also  contains  the  insanitary  area  which  was  the  subject  of 
enquiry  during  the  year.  Another  interesting  item  is  the 
fact  that  the  only  two  Wards  having  a  birth  rate  of  over  20 
per  1,000,  both  have  low  infantile  mortality  rates. 

The  result  of  the  treatment  of  a  few  Marasmic  and 
Rickety  babies  at  Westhulme  Hospital  has  again  been 
very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  a  source  of  congratulation  that 
a  small  babies’  hospital  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  as  an  adjunct  of  Infant  Welfare  Work.  When 
established  it  should  be  of  great  benefit,  not  only  in  the 
saving  of  infant  life,  but  also  in  preventing  a  great  deal  of 
the  crippling  which  is  prevalent  in  the  town.  It  is  frequently 
noticed  that  deformity,  due  to  Rickets,  is  much  less  pre¬ 
valent  than  formerly,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  the 
Infant  Welfare  Work  is  largely  responsible  for  this. 

Maternity  Deaths. — The  deaths  of  women  due 
directly  to  childbirth  during  the  year,  numbered  7,  or  a 
rate  of  2 '8  per  1,000  births.  Only  two  of  these  deaths 
were  due  to  Puerperal  Fever.  The  above  rate  is  consider¬ 
ably  below  the  average. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre,  who 
is  a  trained  Midwife,  undertakes  also  the  general  inspection 
of  the  Midwives  in  the  Borough,  reporting  any  measures 
which  require  attention  to  the  Medical  Officer. 

During  the  year  there  were  44  Midwives  who  practised 
in  the  Borough,  and  of  these,  37  were  trained  and  seven 
untrained.  Some  of  the  latter  have  either  died  or  given 
up  practice,  and  there  are  now  only  three  untrained  Mid¬ 
wives  on  the  list. 
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Notification  of  Births. — Out  of  the  total  number  of 
live  Births,  1,794  were  notified  by  Midwives,  and  458  by 
parents  or  doctors,  giving  a  percentage  of  births  notified  of 
nearly  93  per  cent.  The  Stillbirths  notified  numbered  136, 
or  rather  over  5  per  cent,  of  the  total  births. 

The  usual  fee  charged  by  Mid  wives  is  35/-  and  £2.  A 
few  of  the  older  and  untrained  Midiwives  charge  30/-. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  were  ]  46,  or  slightly 
under  6  per  cent,  of  the  total,  this  is  rather  higher  than 
usual,  and  is  probably  one  of  the  results  of  the  unsatis¬ 
factory  housing  conditions. 

Medical  aid  was  sought  by  Mid  wives  in  323  cases, 
and  121  claims  were  made  by  the  Doctors  summoned,  for 
fees  amounting  to  £180  15s.  Od.  Unemployment  and  short 
time  has  considerably  reduced  the  amounts  which  should 
have  been  repaid,  and  it  was  necessary  to  strike  off  a 
number  of  amounts  during  the  year  as  bad  debts. 

The  repayments  during  the  financial  year  amounted  to 
£67  19s.  Od.,  compared  with  £96  19s,  6d.  in  the  previous 
year.

Collosol  for  application  to  the  eyes  of  the  newly  born.

This  is  the  General  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  for  the 
Town,  and  Infectious  cases  are  also  received  from  the 
Guardians,  and  from  the  surrounding  Urban  Districts  of 
Chadderton,  Royton,  Crompton,  Lees  and  Failsworth,  and 
occasionally  from  the  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne. 


There  are  nominally  100  beds  for  Infectious  Cases. 

There  is  also  a  Pavilion  of  thirty  beds  for  the  treatment 

•/ 

of  advanced  or  observation  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  cases  are  admitted  from  the  Borough  and  from  the 
administrative  County  of  Lancashire.

This  Hospital,  formerly  the  Small -pox  Hospital,  is  now 
used  as  a  Sanatorium.  It  is  situated  in  the  hills,  just 
within  the  Borough  Boundary,  at  1,050  feet  above  the  sea 
level 
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There  are  22  beds  for  early  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  generally  the  patients  do  exceedingly 
well. 

During  the  year  67  cases  were  admitted,  and  22 
patients  were  in  Hospital  on  January  1st,  making  a  total 
of  89  treated  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

The  new  building  should  have  been  opened  during  the 
year,  but,  owing  to  the  slow  progress  of  the  work,  it  is 
still  uncompleted. 


Eacefield  Hospital. 

(Chadderton,  Roy  ton  and  Crompton  Joint  Hopital  Board). 

This  is  now  the  Small-pox  Hospital  for  Oldham,  as  well 
as  for  the  above  Districts.  When  not  required  for  Small¬ 
pox,  it  is  used  by  the  County  Authority  for  cases  of 
Tuberculosis,  and  as  there  were  no  cases  of  Small-pox 
during  the  year,  it  was  used  as  a  Sanatorium  during  the 
whole  year.  Temporary  accommodation  for  the  admission 
of  emergency  cases  has  been  arranged  with  the  Ashton- 
under-Lyne  Council. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Population. — The  Registrar  General  has  again  reduced 
his  estimate  of  the  population  for  the  year  from  147,500  to 
147,300,  a  reduction  of  200  persons. 

Locally  there  seems  no  evidence  that  the  population 
has  suffered  a  reduction.  Houses  are  in  demand  as  much 
as  ever,  and  the  furnished  rooms  obtain  just  as  high  a 
rental.  Thirteen  to  fifteen  shillings  per  week  for  a  single 
room,  containing  a  minimum  amount  of  beddiog  and 
delapidated  furniture,  is  a  very  usual  charge. 

Births. — There  has  again  been  a  reduction  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  births  compared  with  the  previous  year  by  184, 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  16*3  compared  with  17*8  in  1923,  and 
an  average  for  the  past  ten  years  of  18*7 

There  were  57  more  males  born  than  females,  the 
highest  rates  were  22*0  per  1,000  in  Westwood,  and  20*2 
in  Hollinwood  Wards,  and  the  lowest,  11*7  in  Werneth 
Ward,  and  13*5  in  St.  Peter’s  and  St.  Paul’s  Wards. 

Deaths — The  Deaths  belonging  to  the  Borough  totalled 
to  2,045,  or  307  less  than  in  the  year  1923,  and  giving  a 
death  rate  of  13*7  per  1,000  persons,  compared  with  16  0 
and  15  8  in  the  previous  two  years. 

This  death  rate  creates  a  record  for  the  Borough,  the 
lowest  rate  previously  being  14*8  in  the  year  1921. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  Borough  or  the  increase  of 
births  over  deaths  was  only  388,  compared  with  265  and 
503  in  1923  and  1922  respectively.
